ALLOWANCE 

1 . This action is response to Applicant's request for continued examination, filed on 
8/18/2008. Claims 1, 9, 13, 16, 22, 24, 27, and 28 are amended. Claims 6, 8, 10, 21, 23, and 25 
are canceled. Claims 1-5,7, 9, 1 1-20, 22, 24, and 26-37 are therefore presented for further 
examination. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7, 9, 1 1-20, 22, 24, and 26-37 are allowed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

3 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 8/18/2008 has been entered. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 16 as amended distinguish themselves over the prior art by delineating a 
method and device for intercepting control packets according to a real-time data transfer protocol 
and duplicating certain portions of the packet including a service information field based on a 
comparison of the service information field and a threshold and forwarding the duplicated 
portions of the packet. With the current amendment, the applicant has clarified various aspects 
of the functionality of the method and device , including comparing the service information field 
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to a threshold, duplicating only the part of the packet where the service information field is 
greater and duplicating and then communicating the service information field. Thus claims 1 
and 16 show a patentable distinction over the prior art. Another important aspect of the 
invention include that only certain chosen fields are duplicated from the packet and 
communicated. Furthermore, the prior art gives no indication that it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the applicant's invention to intercept and duplicate 
certain portions of a control packet in the fashion presented in the independent claims. 

Claims 2-5, 7, 9, 1 1-15, 17-20, 22, 24, and 26-37 are allowed due to their dependence on 
claims 1 and 16. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
